The case invo lved the validity o f 
bo nds issu d by the lo vce bo ard o f the 
staUî fo r the impro vement o f the Missis 
slppi riv. r, which had been questio ned bo* 
cau-e the bo nds were made payable in 
go ld. 
The supremo co urt o f the state had 
decided that the bo nds w<*ro vo id because 
the law did no t autho rise the payment o f 
the bo nds in 
any 
particular kind o f 
mo ney. 
The o pinio n o f the natio nal su ­ 
preme co urt was delivered by Chief J us­ 
tice Fuller and the o pinio n o f the co urt 
belo w was reversed. 
W h e r e the L o w e r Co urt Wa« Wro n g . 
In this case the supreme co urt o f Missis­ 
sippi co nstrued the b » ruls as o bligatio ns 
payable in g .Id co in, and held that the 
po wer to bo rro w mo ney co nferred o n the 
levee bo ard did no t autho rize that co rpo ra­ 
tio n to bo rro w go ld co in o r Issue bo nds 
payable In that currency. 
In rendering 
his o pinio n the chief justice said: 
"It 
was o nly by deciding that these bo nds 
were payable in a p -co llar kind o f mo ney 
o f the United States and that this kind, 
tho ugh mo ney in law, hiwl ceased, as the 
co urt assumed, to be mo ney In fact, that 
the state co urt was enabled to ho ld them 
vo id fo r want o f p .war; and if t lmt premise 
were inco rrect, the co nclusio n, whether 
right o r wro ng, wo uld no t fo llo w 
Ito ntl* No t Payable In Go ld. 
“ No w these bo nds were no t expressly 
payable in go ld co in, and as the co upo ns 
were payable speclib-ally in currency the 
argument is no t unreaso nable that the 
co rpo ratio n intended the purchasers to ex­ 
pect payment in the mo ney in which the 
indebtedness was stat « i to have been co n­ 
tracted; but. the agreement to pay the 
designated sums did no t speeify any par­ 
ticular kind o f mo ney and the o bligatio n 
was to pay what the I iw reco gnized as 
mo ney when t in; payment was to he made. 
The bo nds wo re therefo re legally so lvable 
in thi' in ney .if the United States what­ 
ever its descriptio n, and no t in any par­ 
ticular kind o f mo ney, an I if is impo ssible 
to ho ld that 
they wo re vo id incause o f 
want o f po wer. 
I'ro teet io n o f C itizen« at H o m e. 
In the case o f a co lo re t man named Gib­ 
so n, who was eo nvieted o f crime in a go ut h- 
o rn state, and asked t he supreme co urt, to 
review Ids case b- causc no co lo red man 
had been <>n the jury, J ustice Harlan de­ 
livered i fi.* o pinio n o f the co urt and said 
the o bject- o f tie* federal statute in ques­ 
tio n W'tts to enfo rce the fo urteenth am uni­ 
ment., w-hicli was directed at securing to 
the negro race all the privileges enjo yed 
by white peo ple l» -fo ro the law. 
It had 
been stated in Gibso n's petitio n fo r re­ 
mo val that. no twithstanding there were 
7,000 co lo red peo ple au I o nly l,5h0 whites 
in the co unty where his trial was held, no 
co lo red man had bo o n summo ned to sit o n 
lho jury fo r years.

I.iin*raI Go vernment.

the remainder o f the arrears in the o rdi 
nary way 
Co ntinuing, Balfo ur said that 
the go vernment had decided no t to alter 
the statuto ry term o f fifteen years fo r fix­ 
ing a fair rent.
